■5r.  Glasser  explained  he  is  working  as 
consultant  to  four  school  districts  in 
! Watts  area  of  Los  Angeles.  The  school 
■tricts  are  following  his  advice,  which 


is  derived  from  his  popular  “Reality  Ther- 
apy” theory. 

SELF  EXAMINATION 

“To  help  people  it  is  important  to  help 
them  examine  what  they  are  doing  and 
what  their  plans  are”  he  said. 

“Is  what  they  are  doing  bringing  them 
the  feeling  that  tliey  are  successful?  If 
not.  they  should  seek  patterns  or  responsi- 
bility which  will  result  in  feeling  of  self- 
worth.” 

In  criticizing  current  school  systems  Dr. 
Glasser  expressed  the  idea  that  grading 
should  be  eliminated  and  definite  stand- 
ards of  understanding  substituted. 

“Grades  relate  to  memorizing,  certainty 
of  right  and  wrong  answers  and  measure- 


ment of  so-called  amounts  of  knowledge. 
These  have  no  part  in  real  education,"  he 
stressed. 

“Schools  should  do  away  with  the  norm- 
al curve.  You  can’t  beat  them.  Education 
is  attempting  to  beat  the  cur\’e.” 

He  stated  that  students  when  taking  a 
test  should  be  challenged  to  think. 
“Books  should  be  open  and  they  could 
even  discuss  the  questions  with  class- 
mates. It  would  scare  people  to  death  to 
read  such  answers  because  they  would  be 
creative.” 

The  basic  tenets  of  reality  theory  are 
outlined  in  Dr.  Glasser’s  most  recent  book. 
Reality  Therapy.  People  choose  paths, 
which  lead  either  to  satisfaction  or  failure. 


They  carry  the  responsibility  for  those  de- 
cisions. 

EXCUSES 

The  therapist  needs  only  to  help  people 
free  themselves  of  the  excuses  and 
crutches  they  use  to  explain  their  failures. 
When  the  patient  realizes  his  own  de- 
sions  this  make  the  difference  as  to 
whether  he  fails  or  succeeds  and  he  can 
begin  choosing  better  paths  of  behavior. 

Those  who  find  successful  paths  are 
too  much  for  them  seek  either  withdrawal 
as  psychotics  or  neurotics  or  they  turn 
to  delinquency  “to  take  revenge  on  those 
who  have  found  success." 

However,  today  it  is  more  popular  to 
turn  to  delinquency.  “To  drop  out  is  not 
in  style,”  quipped  the  psychiatrist.

In  the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg,  is  an 
exhibit  valued  at  $25,000.  It  is 
hoped  this  will  eventually  be  part 
of  such  a museum.  Paul  R.  Chees- 
man,  director  of  the  Institute  of 
Book  of  Mormon  projects,  says 
that  BYU  should  offer  the  world 
a museum  revealing  the  history 
of  the  LDS  Church  and  the  Book 
of  Mormon. 


GLASS  SHOWCASE 


In  the  carpeted  halls  of  the  Jo- 
seph Smith  Memorial  Bldg,  are 
glass  showcases  displaying  jewelry, 
cups,  and  artifacts  possibly  made 
by  Book  of  Mormon  people  out  of 
copper,  bronze,  gold,  silver,  and 
brass.  Included  is  a pure  silver 
sacrificial  knife,  and  a silver  and 
copper  mummy  mask. 

In  addition  to  Book  of  Mormon 
artifacts  are  photostatic  copies  of 
manuscripts  written  by  Joseph 
Smith  and  his  scribes.  A copy  of 
the  first  edition  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  published  by  E.  B.  Grand- 
in  is  shown.  I 


open  many  students  have  made 
additional  contributions.

stitute leaders  are  confident  that 
people  will  continue  to  make  avail- 
able diaries,  research  clues,  docu- 
mentaries, and  other  pertinent 
items  to  eventually  complete  the 
museum. 


MOTION  PICTURES 

Besides  creating  a museum  the 
Book  of  Mormon  Institute  hopes 
to  produce  13  motion  pictures  of 
52  minutes  each.  They  will  dra- 
matically portray  the  story  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  This  will  be  done 
in  conjunction  with  the  BYU  Mo- 
tion Picture  Studio,  the  Seminaries 
and  Institutes,  and  the  Church  Mis- 
sionary Committee.  The  films  will 
be  shown  throughout  the  Church 


in  the  Seminaries  and  College  In- 
stitutes of  Religion.  Later  the  films 
will  be  sold  to  commercial  televi- 
sion stations  for  broadcast. 

The  Institute  of  Book  of  Mormon 
Projects,  a division  of  the  College 
of  Religious  Instruction,  is  not  large 
in  manpower  or  money,  but  is  gi- 
gantic in  ideas,  potential  and  re- 
sources. Through  their  efforts  it  is 
hoped  much  will  be  done  to  en- 
hance the  world-wide  image  of  the 
Church  and  to  eradicate  prejudices 
against  the  Book  of  Mormon.
